Hon.  A.  M.  Dockery,  Governor  of  Missouri: 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  thirty-third  annual  report  of  the 
Insurance  Department  of  the  State  of  Missouri.  The  matter  treated  of  in 
this  report  prior  to  August  1,  1901,  pertains  to  the  administration  of  my 
predecessor,  the  Hon.  Ed.  T.  Orear. 

Section  7844,  R.  S.  Mo.  1899,  provides  that  the  Superintendent  shall 
make  his  annual  report  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  February  in 
each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable.  The  report  to  be  of 
most  value  to  the  public  should  be  issued  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
first  of  the  year,  but  as  the  law  now  stands,  fire  companies  have  until  Feb- 
ruary and  life  companies  have  until  March  to  report  to  this  Department. 
A  majority  of  the  companies  file  their  statements  before  the  limit  fixed  by 
the  Statutes,  but  the  rq>ort  will  be  published  without  the  statements  of  a 
few  delinquents,  Fraternal  Beneficiary  Associations. 

THE  VALUED  POLICY  LAW. 

While  the  courts  have  held  that  the  Legislatures  of  the  different 
States  have  the  right  to  enact  a  Valued  Policy  Law,  they  have  not  settled 
the  question  whether  such  laws  are  of  benefit  to  the  people.  I  contend 
that  they  are  harmful,  have  a  tendency  to  increase  incendiarism,  and  cer- 
tainly increase  the  cost  of  insurance. 

A  careful  investigation  of  this  question  will  show  that  the  citizens  in 
the  states  that  have  Valued  Policy  laws  are  paying  from  50  to  150  per 
cent,  more  for  the  same  class  of  insurance,  to  the  same  companies,  than 
citizens  of  the  states  where  no  such  laws  exist,  and  that  the  insurance 
companies  are  making  more  money  in  the  states  that  have  no  such  laws 
than  they  are  making  in  the  states  that  have  enacted  such  laws. 

Valued  Policy  laws  are  found  on  the  Statutes  of  several  states,  and 
many  have  vetoed,  so  they  are  neither  new  nor  novel.  The  effects  have 
been  investigated  by  the  best  authorities  in  the  country.  Governor  Shaw, 
of  Iowa,  in  his  veto  of  such  a  law  in  May,  1900,  said : 
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"I  have  sent  representatives  to  several  states  where  such  laws  were 
in  force  and  found  that  the  cost  of  farm  insurance  had  been  doubled  in 
Missouri,  and  had  been  largely  increased  in  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota." 

His  opinion  was  that  such  a  law  was  pernicious,  costly  and  danger- 
ous ;  that  in  order  to  reduce  fire  losses  there  should  be  some  inducement 
for  owners  to  throw  water,  instead  of  oil,  on  incipient  fires.  The  bill,  he 
said,  is  not  rejected  in  behalf  of  Insurance  Companies,  but  because  I  am 
convinced  it  will  increase  our  rates  out  of  all  proportion  to  any  advantage 
that  may  be  gained  thereby." 

Governor  Pattison,  of  Pennsylvania,  in  vetoing  a  Valued  Policy  bill, 
said : 

"Such  laws  are  condusive  to  over  valuation  and  over  insurance.  Thev 
breed  fraud,  perjury  and  arson,  are  dangerous  and  demoralizing.  Com- 
monwealths whigh,  in  obedience  to  a  false  public  clamor,  have  ingrafted 
such  laws  upon  their  statutes,  have,  reaped  a  whirlwind." 

Governor  Altgeld,  of  Illinois,  in  vetoing  such  a  bill,  said: 

"Insurance  is  an  indemnity,  not  a  speculation.  It  is  intended  to  protect 
a  man  against  loss,  not  to  give  him  something  for  nothing.  Its  object  is 
to  make  a  man  whole,  so  that  he  shall  be  no  worse  off  after  a  fire  than  be- 
fore. The  principles  involved  in  this  bill  would  enable  a  man  in  many 
cases  to  be  twice  as  well  off  after  a  fire  as  he  was  before.  In  all  cases, 
where  a  dishonest  man  could,  by  conniving  with  agents  or  in  any  other 
way,  secure  insurance  for  more  than  the  real  value  of  his  property,  a  fire 
would  be  a  blessing.  There  would  be  a  standing  bribe,  a  perpetual  induce- 
ment to  allow  his  property  to  burn.  I  will  not  say  to  have  it  burn,  and 
when  it  is  remembered  that  a  fire  in  one  building  always  endangers  and 
frequently  destroys  property  near  by,  which  often  is  not  insured,  it  would 
be  bad  policy  for  the  State  to  permit  a  condition  of  affairs  to  exist  which, 
to  say  the  least,  tends  to  increase  fire. 

"It  is  true  that  several  of  the  states  have  adopted  acts  similar  to  this 
bill,  except  that  they  provide  against  fraud,  which  this  bill  does  not,  but 
in  these  states,  experience  has  shown  that  the  proportion  of  fires  has 
greatly  increased;  consequently  the  insurance  rates  have  been  raised  in 
all  these  states,  and  the  general  public,  which  pays  insurance,  has  in  this 
.  way  been  taxed  to  an  extent  which  would  otherwise  not  have  been,  and 
this  largely  for  the  benefit  of  the  very  few  who  were  fortunate  enough  to 
have  a  fire  which  totally  destroyed  their  property." 

In  1899,  Governor  Thomas  of  Colorado  vetoed  a  Valued  Policy  Law 

and  said: 

"The  experience  of  other  states  under  legislation  like  this  is  most  in- 
structive. In  every  one  of  them  the  proportion  of  fires  has  greatly  in- 
creased, and  the  ratio  of  this  increase  presupposes  incendiarism.    The 
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natural  and  necessary  result  has  been  an  increase  in  the  rates  of  insurance, 
which  means  an  additional  tax  upon  the  insuring  public.  The  increased 
burden  which  these  laws  impose  upon  the  insurer  is  shifted  by  him  upon 
the  mass  of  policyholders  and  the  community  is  the  ultimate  sufferer. 
From  every  standpoint  the  measure  is  a  vicious  one.  From  none  of  them 
can  its  policy  be  defended.  Protection  against  loss  is  the  only  possible 
basis  of  sound  fire  insurance,  and  any  departure  from  it  will  pave  the*  way 
for  the  perpetration  of  fraud  and  wrong." 

In  1895  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  of  Ohio,  in  his  report,  refer- 
ring to  the  Valued  Policy  Law,  said : 

"To  say  that  fires  have  steadily  increased  since  the  enactment  of  this 
obnoxious  law  is  to  put  it  mildly.  In  my  judgment,  no  man  ought  to  re- 
ceive from  the  insurance  companies  a  dollar  more  than  his  actual  loss. 
The  Legislature  of  Ohio  ought  to  have  repealed  the  law  years  ago.  The 
rates  have  steadily  increased  since  the  enactment  of  this  law,  clearly  show- 
ing that  the  honest  people  in  the  end  are  compelled  to  pay  for  the  dis- 
honest losses.  The  existence  of  this  law  in  Ohio  has,  in  my  judgment, 
been  the  cause  of  the  destruction  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars' 
worth  of  property  belonging  to  innocent  persons." 

Tlte  Insurance  Commissioner  of  Wisconsin  says : 

"The  very  foundation  principles  of  fire  insurance  are  opposed  to  such 
a  law.  Fire  insurance  is  indemnity ;  it  should  never  be  gain ;  it  is  intended 
only  to  make  good  the  actual  loss  sustained,  and  to  make  a  company  liable 
in  case  of  total  loss  for  the  full  face  of  the  policy  irrespective  of  the  value 
of  the  property,  has  been  the  means  of  increasing  the  number  of  fires,  and 
has  compelled  the  payment  of  thousands  of  dollars,  thus  increasing  the 
rates  to  the  honest  man." 

In  1894  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  in  Missouri  says,  in  relation 
to  the  Valued  Policy  Law : 

"This  is  simply  an  incentive  to  perjury  and  arson.  Neither  the  in- 
surance company  nor  the  insured  should  be  permitted  to  enter  into  such 
contracts.  The  law  should  require  that  every  person  should  help  to  in- 
sure his  own  property." 

It  has  been  universally  conceded  by  all  who  have  had  experience 
with  the  law  that  it  is  bad  in  principle  and  effect.  There  is  nothing  clearer 
than  that  the  insured  pays  all  losses.  Insurance  rates  are  based  on  the 
loss  ratio.  If  for  any  reason  the  insurance  companies  failed  to  collect 
from  the  insuring  public  sufficient  to  pay  losses,  taxes  and  expenses,  they 
must  necessarily  fail.  So  in  the  end,  and  all  the  time,  the  insuring  public 
pays  the  bill. 

Valued  Policy  Laws  are  of  no  benefit  to  the  honest  insurer.    He  in- 
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sures  for  indemnity,  not  for  speculation.  Not  one  man  in  fifty  could  be 
induced  to  over-insure  his  property.  As  long  as  he  is  but  partially  insured 
he  does  everything  he  can  to  prevent  and  to  put  out  fires.  It  is  the  fiftv- 
first  man,  the  firebug,  who  has  settled  down  among  the  fifty  honest  men, 
who  speculates  on  misfortune  and  throws  oil,  instead  of  water,  on  the  lit- 
tle blaze  he  has  himself  started.  That  little  blaze  becomes  a  conflagra- 
tion, and  the  property  not  only  of  the  scoundrel  who  makes  money  out  of 
misfortune,  but  of  his  fifty  honest  neighbors  who  are  not  insured  or  but 
partially  so,  is  destroyed.  The  friends  of  Valued  Policy  Laws  seem  to 
have  only  in  mind  the  interests  of  the  fifty-first  man  in  their  advocacy  of 
the  law. 

The  fire  waste  of  this  State  makes  it  imperative  that  all  thoughtful 
men,  and  especially  the  law-makers,  should  consider  ways  and  means  of 
lessening  the  annually  increasing  fire  loss.  Only  by  rigid  legislation  can 
this  ever-increasing  vast  waste  of  wealth  be  saved  to  the  State.  A  law 
prohibiting  the  collection  of  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  actual  value 
of  property  destroyed  by  fire  from  insurance  companies,  and  compelling 
the  companies  to  return  to  the  insured  all  premiums  collected  on  valuations 
in  excess  of  that  amount,  would,  in  my  opinion,  reduce  the  fire  loss  and 
cost  of  insurance  in  Missouri  fullv  one-half. 

STIPULATED  PREMIUM  LIFE  INSURANCE  COMPANIES  OR 

ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  law  governing  this  class  of  companies  or  associations  contains 
one  very  commendable  provision,  viz. :  requiring  the  accummulation  and 
maintenance  of  a  reserve  on  a  contract  or  single  premium  basis,  but  as  a 
whole  the  law  is  a  "makeshift." 

If,  by  the  terms  of  a  life  insurance  policy,  it  does  not  require  the  ac- 
cummulation of  a  reserve  to  be  held  to  mature  it,  the  law  cannot  and  does 
not  make  or  attempt  to  make  one  under  any  form  of  insurance,  while  on 
the  other  hand,  if  by  the  terms  of  the  policy  the  maintaining  of  a  reserve 
is  necessary  to  enable  the  company  to  meet  its  promise  to  pay,  the  com- 
pany must  either  maintain  the  reserve  whether  required  by  law  or  not  or 
else  the  company  will  eventually  come  to  the  inevitable — receivership. 

While  the  Stipulated  Premium  law  may  have  certain  provisions 
which  in  a  measure  operate  temporarily  to  the  interest  of  a  few  organiza- 
tions and  their  particular  method  of  business,  yet  I  do  not  deem  it  wisdom 
to  pass  a  law  just  to  suit  the  peculiarities  of  each  or  any  company  and  its 
mothods.  The  repeal  of  this  so-called  stipulated  premium  law  would,  in 
my  opinion,  be  a  move  in  the  right  direction  toward  simplifying  and 
strengthening  the  entire  code  of  insurance  laws  of  the  State. 
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ASSESSMENT  LIFE  INSURANCE. 

The  fundamental  principles  underlying  this  class  of  life  insurance  in 
theory  may  be  logical,  but  certainly  the  practice  of  the  organizations  do- 
ing business  on  the  plan  has  been  disastrous.  Eight  years  ago  there  was 
doing  business  in  this  State  by  authority  from  the  Insurance  Department 
twenty-six  of  these  associations,  having  25,000  policies  or  certificates  in 
force  representing  $53,721,330.00  insurance  in  force.  Of  this  number 
about  twelve  have  reorganized  as  level  premium  companies  or  reinsured, 
about  nine  have  passed  into  the  hands  of  receivers,  three  I  believe  are  still 
in  business  but  have  withdrawn  from  Missouri,  one  was  a  fraternal  asso- 
ciation and  is  doing  business  in  the  State  now  as  such,  and  only  one  of 
the  twenty-six  is  still  doing  business  in  Missouri  as  an  assessment  asso- 
ciation. This  one,  with  two  which  have  been  added  to  the  ranks,  consti- 
tute the  three  assessment  associations  now  doing  business  in  this  State, 
all  of  which  have  8,786  certificates  or  policies  in  force  in  Missouri  repre- 
senting $17,130,900  insurance  in  force. 

Many  of  our  citizens  have  lost  entirely  their  insurance  protection  on 
account  of  the  methods  of  business  of  these  associations,  and  are  now  past 
the  age  limit  or  so  physically  impaired  that  they  cannot  obtain  insurance 
elsewhere.  Viewing  the  remains  of  so  many  wrecks  which  have  thus  re- 
cently occurred,  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  a  wise 
move  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  to  repeal  in  its  entirety  the  assessment 
laws  of  this  State  and  thus  prohibit  the  organization  or  recognition  of  a 
class  of  business  which  has  caused  such  a  loss  and  disappointment  to  many 
of  the  citizens  of  the  State. 

FRATERNAL  BENEFICIARY  ASSOCIATIONS  AND  SOCIETIES. 

The  law  of  this  State  governing  and  regulating  this  class  of  organiza- 
tions confers  a  very  limited  supervisory  power  with  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment, and  some  beneficial  amendment  should  be  enacted,  the  most  impor- 
tant of  which  I  consider  an  amendment  setting  forth  a  standard  of  finan- 
cial solvency  to  be  applied  by  the  Department  to  all  associations  doing  or 
seeking  to  do  business  in  the  State.  This  standard  of  financial  solvency 
can  better  be  accomplished  by  a  legislative  enactment  setting  forth  the 
minimum  mortuary  assessment  rate  which  each  association  or  society  shall 
collect  from  its  members  and  further  providing  that  the  fund  so  collected 
shall  only  be  used  for  the  payment  of  death  losses,  said  minimum  mortu- 
ary assessment  rate  to  be  based  upon  some  recognized  table  of  mortality 
and  associations  given  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to  adjust  their  rates 
thereto  and  thereafter  prohibited  from  discrimination  in  the  collection  of 
assessments  from  members  of  the  same  age  having  equal  benefits. 
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STATISTICAL  TABLES.

Table  No.  Ill  shows  the  balance  of  premium  notes,  total  resources, 
liabilities,  premium  income,  total  income,  losses  paid  and  total  disburse- 
ments for  the  year  1901  of  the  mutual  (other  than  town  mutual)  fire  in- 
surance companies  authorized  to  transact  business  in  the  State  during  the 
year  1902. 

Table  No.  IV  shows  the  paid  up  or  deposit  capital,  admitted  assets, 
liabilities,  surplus,  premiums  received,  total  income,  losses  paid  and  total 
disbursements  for  the  year  1901  of  the  miscellaneous  stock  companies  au- 
thorized to  transact  business  in  the  State  during  the  year  1902. 

Table  No.  V  applies  only  to  "Missouri  business,"  showing  the  risks 
written,  gross  premiums  received,  losses  paid  and  losses  incurred  during 
the  year  1901.  This  table  is  subdivided  according  to  the  class  of  business, 
viz. :  fire,  marine  and  inland,  tornado,  fidelity  and  surety,  plate  glass,  steam 
boiler,  employers'  liability,  personal  accident,  burglary,  automatic  sprink- 
ler, title  guaranty  and  health  insurance  business. 

From  this  table  a  comparison  of  the  fire  insurance  business  in  the 
State  of  Missouri  during  the  years  1897,  1898,  1899,  1900  and  1901  shows 
the  following  results :

The  above  table  does  not  take  into  consideration  the  risks  written 
and  premiums  received  by  mutual  fire  insurance  companies;  it  applies 
only  to  the  joint-stock  fire  and  marine  and  the  United  States  branches  of 
the  foreign  companies. 
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Table  No.  VI  is  a  recapitulation  of  the  tables  Nos.  I,  II,  II,  IV  and 
V,  the  first  portion  of  which  is  a  recapitulation  showing  the  general  con- 
ditions in  tables  Nos.  I,  II,  III  and  IV,  and  the  second  portion  is  a  re- 
capitulation which  applies  only  to  Missouri  business  of  companies  other 
than  life.  The  totals  of  the  latter  portion  of  table  No.  VI,  which  applies 
only  to  Missouri  business,  shows  that  the  aggregate  premiums  paid  by  the 
citizens  of  the  State  for  insurance  of  various  kinds  other  than  life  amount- 
ed during  the  year  1901  to  $7,561,324.80,  while  the  losses  incurred  on  this 
business  amounted  to  $5,218,348.93. 

Table  No.  VII  shows  the  premiums  received  and  losses  incurred  dur- 
ing the  year  1901  in  cities  of  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and  St.  Joseph.  This 
table  was  intended  for  the  fire  premiums  only,  but  I  am  inclined  to  think 
tfrat  some  of  the  companies  have  included  marine  and  inland  and  tornado 
business  in  the  reports  to  this  Department. 

Table  No.  VIII  shows  the  general  condition  of  the  life  insurance 
companies  authorized  to  transact  business  in  the  State  of  Missouri  during 
the  year  1902,  showing  assets,  liabilities  and  surplus  of  said  companies, 
the  premiums  received,  total  income,  losses  and  endowments  paid,  total 
paid  to  policy  holders,  and  total  disbursements  for  year  1901. 

Table  No.  IX  shows  the  total  policy  transactions  during  the  year 
1901  of  the  life  insurance  companies  authorized  to  transact  business  in 
Missouri  during  the  year  1902. 

Table  No.  X  shows  the  policy  transactions  in  Missouri  during  tiie 
year  1901  by  life  insurance  companies  authorized  to  transact  business  in 
the  State  during  the  year  1902.

court.  Property  of  company2  not  held  by  bank,  sold  for  $248.38  and 
most  of  this  sum  was  claimed  by  employes  under  the  statute  giving  them 
a  preference.  With  above  explanation  the  receiver's  accounts  stands  as 
follows:  Balance  of  cash  on  hands  January  1,  1901,  $1,075.76;  cash  col- 
lected during  the  year,  $251.35;  total,  $1,327.11.  Amount  paid  out  for 
attorney  fees,  court  costs  and  miscellaneous,  $17.50.  Balance  on  hand 
December  26,  1901,  $1,309.61.

The  Superintendent  found  the  aggregate  of 
claims  allowed  to  be  $13,249.52  and  after  deducting  costs  and  expenses, 
held  $2,064.23  for  distribution.  All  claims  were  accordingly  prorated 
at  .1557  per  cent,  of  the  whole.
